INTRODUCING THE STATE COMMITTEE 


LARRY J. BASS, PH.D., CHAIRMAN (August 1986) 


Dr. Bass grew up in Neosho, Missouri. He earned his Bachelor’s and Master’s degrees from the University of 
Missouri in Columbia. He received his Ph.D. in clinical psychology from Washington University. While in 
St. Louis he worked as a staff psychologist at the Washington University Child Guidance Clinic and as a 
research assistant at the Child Development Research Project at Washington University. He held a joint ap- 
pointment at Jewish Hospital in St. Louis in the Departments of Psychiatry and Physical Medicine from 1971- 
1975. From 1975 until the present, he has been in private practice in Springfield, Missouri and an Associate 
Professor at Evangel! College in Springfield. 


ROSE E. BOYARSKY, PH.D., MEMBER (August 1988) 


Dr, Boyarsky is a relative newcomer to Missouri and the newest member of SCOP. She has a B.S. in chemis- 
try from the University of Vermont, a M.A. in chemistry from Columbia University, New York and a Ph.D., in 
Psychology from Duke University in North Carolina. Since arriving in Missouri in 1970 she has been a psy- 
chologist at UMSL Counseling Center, an associate at the Masters and Johnson Institute, and a president of 
MoPA. Since 1975 Dr. Boyarsky has been in private practice in St. Louis, on the staff at Jewish Hospital and 
a research associate in the Department of Surgery/Urology at Washington University School of Medicine.

He has been president of the Missouri Psychological Association and has served two 
years as chair of the State Committee of Psychologists. He came to the University of Missouri as visiting 
Professor in 1962 and joined as full time faculty the following year. He was director of the Counseling Center 
for the University for eleven years. He has published articles and books in the area of object relations and 
psychoanalytic psychotherapy. 


A. SAMUEL OLIVERI, ED.D., SECRETARY (August 1985) 


Although I have been a psychologist for many years in the state, perhaps some may not be aware. My pro- 
fessional endeavors have been and are college teaching and private practice. My primary concer was and is 
statutory licensure with the ultimate goal of improving and refining the overall process thereby allowing ef- 
ficient and effective rendering of services for consumer needs. 


KENNETH RUSS, PH.D., MEMBER (August 1987) 


Dr. Russ is a clinical psychologist in private practice in St. Louis, with major interests in psychotherapy, 
behavior therapy and biofeedback. He is an affiliate staff member at DePaul and Jewish Hospitals, and a clini- 
cal faculty member at St. Louis University School of Medicine, with appointment to the Division of Behavior- 
al Medicine and Department of Psychiatry. A past-president of the Missouri Psychological Association, he co- 
founded the Biofeedback Society of Missoun, and presently serves as Director of Education and Training. 
He has presented numerous workshops on stress and biofeedback to a variety of groups, including the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and American Psychological Association, and has many publications in these areas. 
A member of the State Committee of Psychologists since October 1982, Dr. Russ also currently serves as a 
member of the APA Council of Representatives. 


SCOP — AN AGENCY OF STATE GOVERNMENT 


Chapter 337 RSMo created the State Committee of Psychologists as an agency of the Administrative 
Branch of the Government of the State of Missouri. The operative language is found in Section 337.050 RSMo. 
It states, in part, 


“There is created and established, as an adjunct to the board, the ‘State Committee of 
Psychologists’ which shall consist of five psychologists and one voting public member and 
who shall be appointed by the director of the department, and which shail in collabora- 
tion with the board, guide, advise and make recommendations to the department ....” 


To find out what the terms “board” and ‘“‘department’’ mean one must refer to definitions contained in 
Section 337.010 RSMo. There, the term ‘“‘board”’ is defined as the Missouri Board of Healing Arts. The term 
“department” is defined as the Department of Consumer Affairs, Regulation and Licensing (CARL). In terms 
of the operation of the State Committee of Psychologists all of the Committee’s work is done in the name of 
the Department. 


SCOP was created to act as the principal public protector with respect to the professional practice of psy- 
chology. It must take its action to license or discipline individuals in the name of the Department. At no time 
in the Committee’s six year history has the Department refused to accept SCOP’s decision on a licensure or 
regulatory issue. 


SCOP has its own budget, including funds for administrative staff to assist in handling the Committee’s 
correspondence, business affairs and meetings. The Department (CARL) positioned SCOP within the physical 
facilities of the Board of Healing Arts. This means that the Committee is in a position to benefit in many ways 
without having to duplicate the expenditure of monies for access to certain types of office equipment and 
specialized personnel already available to the Board of Healing Arts. This includes the computer system and 


the Investigative Staff.
